Professor Sayre pointed out that 
alkaloid 
caffeine, 
two 
grains 
ofj 
which are contained iii each cup o f| 
coffee, is not, as is commonly sup­ 
posed. the substance which produces 
biliousness, nervousnescs and head­ 
aches. 
He asserted that poison is not in­ 
herent in coffee, but is produced by 
high temperature, and that coffee sub- 
stiunes contain as much of the pro­ 
ducts which are injurious 
to 
the 
nerves as does untreated coffee. 
“ Experiments seem lo show* that 
the most wholesome coffee decoction 
for table use is, contrary to popular 
opinion, that which Is boiled iii an 
open vessel,” he said. 
“ This vapor­ 
izes these deleterious volatile 
sub­ 
stances rather than confines 
them 
in the process of boiling in tight ves­ 
sels, which tends to force the liquid 
to absorb the poison. 
“ Coffee is not a food, but a food- 
accessory, and such ailments as liver 
trouble of 
all 
kinds, 
rheumatism, 
neuralgia and biliousness are rot al- 
wavs the result of drinking the pop­ 
ular beverage. 
Any of the above 
troubles can just as easily result from 
too much and badly-prepared food of

29.— Le Temps, the most 
powerful political newspaper, prints 
on the front page a chapter on tin* 
censorship, entitled “The Censor and 
the Law." 
It says: 
“There are institutions 
which im­ 
prove with custom. 
Such is not the 
case of the censorship. 
This estab- 
j lishment, born of the meeting of our 
i democratic regime with the war, at­ 
tributes to itself the rights and pre­ 
rogatives of a king. 
The law of Au­ 
gust 5, 1914, prohibits ‘all information 
or articles concerning military or di- j 
plomatic operations of a nature fa- J 
voting the enemy and exercising an , 
unfavorable influence on the spirit of j 
the arjpy and the people.* 
“As long as the 
censor 
observes 
these limited prescriptions it remains, 
as the law provides, the collaborator 
of the press in a common effort for 
the national defense. 
But it aspires 
to extend its preventive jurisdiction 
over everything in the newspapers. 
Articles of a political nature, parlia­ 
mentary information or even trifling 
local events do not escape its suspi­ 
cious rigor. 
It watches not only th** 
frontier, but the capitol, which does 
not need the censor to defend it.

our columns.

ouncillor of Paris desired that tin*!

mention this wish, which we are far | 
from approving, abstaining from all i 
comment.

Finally M. Peytral, president of the J 
finance committee of the senate, in- j 
troduced a proposition providing for 
a reduction in the number of minis­ 
ters.
